MRS. NELLIE MEELEY SUCCUMBS 
AT NORMAND HOTEL IN FEW 
MINUTES FOLLOWING COLLAPSE 


INVESTIGATOR SAYS HE WIT- 
NESSE1) POKER GAME BEING 
CONDUCTED IN LOCAL POOL- 
ROOM. 


Mrs. Nellie Meeley succumbed sud¬ 
denly to heart failure at 8:30 o’clock 
Wednesday morning in the restaurant 
of the Normand Hotel. 

The young woman had been a 
chronic sufferer from the disease and 
had spent the previous day in bed, 
but rose at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
morning to prepare breakfast for two 
of the guests of the Hotel who are 
employed at tiie Union Iron Works in 
I San Francisco. 

A few minutes previous to the at- 
j tack she had been chatting with Geo. 
i Roll, proprietor of the hotel, while he 
was eating his breakfast. Shortly 
after he left the dining room he was 
called and told that Mrs. Meeley had 
fainted. Dr. Dolley was summoned 
and responded immediately to the 
call, and, although the woman was 
still alive when he arrived, efforts to 
revive her were unavailing and she 
died within a few minutes after he 
had reached her side. The body was 
removed to the Nieri undertaking par¬ 
lors and later transferred to San 
Francisco for burial. 

The deceased had been in South 
San Francisco just one month on the 
day of the fatal attack. She was the 
daughter of Mrs. Johanna Slattery 
, and the late Richard Slattery and a 
native of San Francisco. 

The deceased is survived by her 
mother, two sisters, Mrs. J. T. Keegan 
and Mrs. T. Henneberry, and a 
brother, John Slattery. 

Her home was at 1774 Union street, 
San Francisco. 


Close on the heels of his statement 
that the entire county of San Mateo 
is “saturated with gambling,” and

Following is a copy of the letter 
sent to District’’Attorney Swart: 
(Letterhead of State Law and En¬ 
forcement League) 

March 11, 1919. 

Hon. Franklin Swart, District At¬ 
torney, San Mateo County, Redwood 
City, Calif.—My Dear Sir: Yesterday 
I sent you a letter citing certain in¬ 
cidents of gambling in a poolroom in 
your county, located in the city of San 
Mateo. 

I wish also to direct your attention 
to the gambling that goes on in the 
city of South San Francisco, county 
of San Mateo. As a specific incident, 
I direct your attention to the fact that 
I personally witnessed a poker gam¬ 
bling game being conducted in Tony’s 
Poolroom in the city of South San 
Francisco. 

This is at least sufficient informa¬ 
tion to establish the fact that flagrant 
gambling is permitted in various por¬ 
tions of the county of San Mateo.

Swart Makes Statement 
, In a statement to the editor of The 
Enterprise relative to whether any 
action would be taken by the office of 
the District Attorney on Grant’s let¬ 
ters claiming to expose gambling and 
blind pigs throughout the county. 
Swart hotly condemned Grant’s 
methods. “Grant’s letters are de¬ 
signed principally for the press,” he 
•said. 

“It is up to the local authorities to 
secure evidence of gambling in their 
communities. The mere playing of 
poker for money does not constitute 
a violation of the law unless it can 
be proven that the house conducting 
the game is taking a percentage,” 
Swart said. “This is plainly stated 
in section 330 of the Penal Code of 
California." 

District Attorney Swart stated that 
he did not wish it to be construed 
that he would not prosecute any one 
against whom sufficient evidence was 
secured to prove that they were con¬ 
ducting a house game for profit, but 
declared that the mere fact that Grant 
had witnessed a poker game for 
money in the poolroom did not con¬ 
stitute sufficient evidence for convic¬ 
tion. 

“Taxpayers of incorporated cities 
pay taxes for their own protection 
and it is up to the police officials of 
such cities to secure evidence and 
make the arrests. The District Attor¬ 
ney’s office is not police headquarters. 
All we can do is to prosecute such 
cases as may be brought to trial, and 
this we will do vigorously,” Swart 
said.

The Chamber of Commerce has ap¬ 
pointed J. W. Coleberd, E. C. Peck 
and Dr. F. S. Dolley as a committee 
on registration, and a vigorous cam¬ 
paign will be conducted to insure 
that every voter lias his name on the 
rolls before the close of registration. 

The new city hall will bo built on 
the Civic Center property, which ad¬ 
joins the Library and extends to 
Maple avenue, between Grand and 
Miller.

U. S. Internal Revenue Bureau 
Gives Warning That Severe 

Penalties Will Be Enforced. 

_ 

WOMEN WITHIN LAW’S SCOPE; 
HOW THEY REPORT INCOME 


The Income Tax drive comes to a 
close on Saturday night, March 15. 

The- payments and returns due on 
that date under the provisions' of the 
new Revenue Law must be in the hands 
of local Internal Revenue Collectors 
before their offices close that night. 

The Income Tax is being collected to 
meet the war expenses. Every person 
who shouted and tooted his horn on 
Armistice Day is now called upon to 
contribute his share of the cost of win¬ 
ning the war. 

The laggards and the dodgers will 
face severe tines and Jail sentences. 
The Internnl Revenue Bureau an¬ 
nounces that its officers will check us 
all up to see that every person who 
comes within the scope of the Income 
Tax law did his share. 

Where to Pay and File. 

Residents of California are required 
to make their returns and pay their 
taxes to Justus Warded, San Fran¬ 
cisco, or to John P. Carter, Los An¬ 
geles, Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
who are now doing free advisory work 
on Income Tax. 

Payments sent by mall should be at¬ 
tached to the returns and should be in 
the form of check, money order or 
draft. Cash payments by man are 
sent at the taxpayer's risk of loss. 

If you are unable to make your re¬ 
turn personally because of Illness, ab¬ 
sence or Incapacity an agent or legal 
representative may make your return. 

If there are any doubtful points as 
to your items of income or allowable 
deductions you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bank¬ 
er for ndvlcs. 

Women Pay Tax. 

Women are subject to all the re¬ 
quirements of the Income Tax. Wheth¬ 
er single or married, a woman's income 
from all sources must lie considered. 

If unmarried or if living apart from 
her husband she must make her return 
for 1018 if her net income was $1,000 
or over. 

If married and living with her hus¬ 
band her Income must he considered 
with the husband’s in determining the 
liability for a return. Their joint in¬ 
come, less the credits allowed by law, 
Is subject to normal ,ax. The wife’s 
net Income is considered separately in 
computing any surtax hat may he 
due. Husband and wife file jointly, as 
a rule. If the husband does not in¬ 
clude his wife's income in his return 
the wife must file a separate return. 

Severe Penalties. 

The new Revenue Law places severe 
penalties on a person who falls to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return. 
For failure to make return and pay 
tax on time a tine of not more than 
$1,000 is named and 25 per cent of the 
tax due Is added to the assessment. 
For refusing willfully to make return 
or for making a false or fraudulent re¬ 
turn there is a fine of not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not ex¬ 
ceeding one year, or both. 

Farmers’ Income Taxable. 

Every farmer and ranchman who 
had a fair or a good year in 1018 must 
heed the Income Tax this year. He 
must consider all his income as tax¬ 
able. He Is entitled to deduct from 
his gross income all amounts expended 
in carrying on his farm. The cost of 
farm machinery, farm buildings and 
Improvements cannot be deducted. The 
cost of live stock, cither for resale or 
for breeding purposes, is also regarded 
as investment. 

Overtime aqd Bonuses Taxed. 

Salury and wage earners must con¬ 
sider as taxable every Item received 
from employers and from other 
sources. Bonuses and overtime pay 
are to be reported us well as the regu¬ 
lar payments. 

Allovvances for Losses. 

Losses sustained in 11)18 and not 
• covered by insurance are deductible 
Items if Incurred in the taxpayer’s 
business or trade, In uny transaction 
undertaken for profit or arising from 
fire, storm, shlpw'reck or other casu¬ 
alty or from theft.

girl, about seventeen and eighteen re¬ 
spectively, who have been missing for 
seven years. 

Hills was a well-to-do farmer. He 
had a hired man named Delahanty. 
He became suspicious of his wife and 
the farmhand. Mrs. Hills sued for di¬ 
vorce. Hills made no contest. The 
divorce was granted. On the night of 
December 27, 1901, Hills called upon 
his former wife to arrange a property 
division. During a quarrel he shot 
and killed Delahanty. Hills was con¬ 
victed of murder in the second degree 
and sentenced to life Imprisonment. 
Hills’ former wife married again. She 
and her second husband have since 
died. Hills’ three children disappeared. 

The state parole board, in strongly 
recommending a pardon for Hills on 
the ground that he should have been 
convicted of manslaughter, said: 

"A daughter of Hills has been edu¬ 
cated at his expense after her mother 
had apparently sold her into a life of 
shame. The care and comfort that 
Hills has been able to bestow upon 
this daughter speak well for the man’s 
high purpose and capacity. The board 
feels that the affection the daughter 
has for her father is deserved by him, 
and while homicide can rarely, if ever, 
he justified, it seems to the board that 
Hills has suffered sufficiently for the 
crime of which he pleaded guilty.”

A Renewal of Building 

The Demand Is Sufficient and Further Delay Is Unnecessary. 

As was said of specie payments many years a&o “the way 
to resume is to resume.” Emphatically that is true of build¬ 
ing operations, which have been suspended long enough. 

There is no lack of men, of materials, or of money. There 
is tear that in a period of probably falling prices new build¬ 
ings will not sell or rent for what they cost. 

That there will be some readjustment of prices when full 
freedom of trade is restored is probable. That there can be 
any slump is impossible. While the world-wide inflation of 
currency and credit continues any great reduction of prices 
cannot take place. It is highly improbable that our price 
level will ever fall to that which existed before the war. There 
will be some higher level to which wages and fixed incomes 
will gradually become adjusted and we shall be relatively 
situated about as we were before. But the change will be 
gradual and it is not necessary to give it a thought other than 
reasonable prudence in incurring obligations payable a long 
time in advance. 

What the world most needs is that each individual shall 
go about his business precisely as if he had merely been 
taking a pleasant vacation. If the vacation has been un¬ 
pleasant, forget it. It is a time for looking forward—not 
backward. If every one will go at whatever he wishes to do 
and do it the world will go right on as before. 

If our industrial disputes will soon get settled, so that 
workmen can have reasonable assurance that they will not 
he called out or turned out there will be a very large demand 
tor good modern workmen's dwellings. While some people 
never will save, a great many others will, and there is noth¬ 
ing for which any one will more joyously save than for get¬ 
ting a real, genuine home for oneself and family. 

And that is true not only of manual but other workers. 
We all want a home to live in and whether we buy it cheap 
or pay a little too much really does not matter, although the 
former is preferred. But while we are waiting we are not 
living in our homes. 

We suggest that we all stop spending our time worrying 
about how we shall regulate other folks, go to work and let 
others do the same. And the building trade is a good place 
to start.—San Francisco Chronicle. 

The Sixty-fifth Congress 

The Sixty-fifth Congress, just expired, has been a body of remarkable 
experiences. No Congress in our history has had as many and important 
problems with which to deal. We will all agree that It did many wise and 
beneficent things and many things that it should not have done. Also that 
It failed to do many tilings which It should have done. 

This summary only shows that a body of men is human, and therefore 
both as well-intentioned and as liable to err as the individual man. 

We remember that this Congress declared a state of war between the 
United States and the imperial German government, and later, against the 
Austro-Hungarian government. 

We gasp when we learn that in two years it appropriated nearly fifty- 
five billion dollars. 

It passed the greatest tax laws in parliamentary history, in two years 
levying ten billion dollars in taxes upon the people. And in the same time 
it authorized bond Issues aggregating twenty-two billions. 

It passed a law to make the country dry after July 1, 1919, for the dura¬ 
tion of the war. And then it passed a constitutional amendment for na¬ 
tional prohibition. 

After it had made its great appropriations for different war purposes it 
usually had to turn to and investigate the application of the funds. 

It was In every sense of the word a militant body. When it was not 
making war appropriations or pursuing war investigations or appointing 
food or fuel war commissions it was generally engaged in internal dissen¬ 
sions or in dissensions with the administration. 

After all it was our Congress and a thoroughly American one. It did i 
the thing it set out to do, supplied the country with nearly four million 
fighting men, furnished the sinews of war for them and stood at their backs 
while tiiey went through to victory. It has packed its valise and gone home 
to rest and repair its political fences. 

Peace to its cigar ashes and fulfillment to its dreams! 

It apparently will lie Victory Liberty short-term notes instead of bonds 
in the next April campaign. But whether they are notes or bonds, it is up 
to you and me to subscribe to our limit anyhow.

The section of the revenue act approved February 24, 1919, which au¬ 
thorizes the payment of a sixty-dollar bonus to all soldiers and sailors 
honorably discharged from the service, is a piece of fair and wise legisla¬ 
tion. 

The nation has taken these men from positions where they were earning 
a living and has employed them in its defense at a wage less than they were 
receiving. It is incumbent upon it to protect them against the chance of a 
delay in finding employment. If a man goes directly back to a position 
the bonus will be useful to him. But if it takes time for him to secure em¬ 
ployment the sixty dollars will be a wonderful help in tiding him over. 

Those who are discharged hereafter will receive the bonus with their 
, final pay. Soldiers who have been discharged and have not received it 
should communicate with the zone finance officer, Lemon building, Wash¬ 
ington, 1). C., stating particulars and enclosing their discharge certificates. 
Sailors discharged without the bonus should make claim for payment upon 
the naval bureau of supplies and accounts at Washington. 

The German financial reports show a deficit of several billions of marks. 
Who can wonder, when we consider the marks Germany left upon Belgium 
and northern France? 

Three different opinions are advanced in the peace conference as to the 
nature of damages for which Germany should pay indemnities. But no one 
either in the peace conference or in the whole world doubts the obligation 
of Germany to pay indemnities of some kind.

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FAVOMM REPORT OR 
HUNTERS POINT BILL 

PROJECT FOR RECLAIMING OF 

TIDE LANDS BACKED BY INFLU¬ 
ENTIAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

The first favorable action on the 
project to level Hunters Point and 
convert that territory into an indus¬ 
trial district was taken Tuesday when 
the Senate Committee on Commerce 
and Navigation decided to report 
favorably on the bill introduced 
jointly by Scott and Canepa calling 
for a $50,000 appropriation by the 
State to cover the cost of a survey. 

By George W. Gebliard, Secretary of the

and Aeeociatione. 

The Civic League of Improvement 
Clubs and Associations is highly ap¬ 
preciative of the practically unani¬ 
mous support of its Hunters Point 
development bill, and notes with 
satisfaction that all opposition there¬ 
to is based merely upon misappre¬ 
hension and misunderstanding. 

The enabling act to creat a survey 
hoard was properly introduced at the 
State legislature for the reason that 
the State is as much, if not more, in¬ 
terested in the solution of this prob¬ 
lem than either the city and county 
of San Francisco or the county of 
San Mateo. 

Two counties being thus jointly in¬ 
terested, at once makes it a State 
matter, and the State legislatures of 
the past have always seen to it that 
the city and county of San Francisco 
scrupulously observed its county 
boundaries, which deprives the city 
of any opportunity of expanding, or 
• Los Angelizing,” as it has recently 
been called, and which is freely ac¬ 
corded to all other cities in this State. 

This San Franciscans discovered in 
promoting the proposed skyline boule¬ 
vard down San Mateo county, which 
is an acknowledged State project and 
a portion of the greater State highway 
system. 

The proposed industrial site de¬ 
velopment, if undertaken, cannot be 


made to stop at the arbitrary line be¬ 
tween political subdivisions, hence 
the necessity for action by the State. 

Secondly, San Francisco’s water 
front being the only one, with one 
exception, that is controlled by the 
State of California, very properly 
makes the State an interested party, 
particularly as the Board of State 
Harbor Commissioners, through the 
local press of February 15, 1919, made 
public their plans for extensive water 
front improvements immediately ad¬ 
jacent and to the north of Hunters 
Point peninsula. 

Where can the harbor board secure 
most economically the rock necessary 
for Its seawall surrounding its con¬ 
templated improvements, if not from 
this rocky promontory, which now 
acts as a barrier to all legitimate 
industrial development? Therefore, 
the president of the Board of State 
Harbor Commissioners is made a 
member of the survey board. He 
protects the interests of the State, and 
the water front it controls, and will 
see to it that the board’s recom¬ 
mendations will be in line with the 
State’s policies of finance and harbor 
extension. 

With these facts before us, why 
should not the State logically advance 
the funds necessary for this survey? 

San Francisco cannot do it, for it 
is unconstitutional for it to spend a 
single dollar which may possibly go 
to the development of a portion of 
San Mateo county. Vice versa, neither 
can San Mateo county expend any¬ 
thing which may possibly benefit San 
Francisco. 

Mr. McCallum, the president of the 
Harbor Commissioners, stated at the 
meeting of the joint legislative com¬ 
mittees on commerce and navigation 
that every pound of freight to and 
from the proposed industrial district 
would yield revenue to the State har¬ 
bor management. 

With the State’s interests thus 
clearly pointed out, no civic or com¬ 
mercial organization claiming to act 
■ for the good and welfare of the city 
and county of San Francisco can con¬ 
sistently oppose the Civic League’s 
measure, unless such opposition is 
based on hidden ulterior motives.

JUNIOR RED CROSS TO 

SELL 1919 THRIFT STAMPS 


The sale of 1919 Thrift Stamps in 
the schools of Northern California is 
to be in charge of the Junior Red 
Cross, following agreement made by 
Frederick Whitton, Northern Cali¬ 
fornia Thrift Stamp director, and Mrs. 
H. A. Kluegel, director of the Junior 
Red Cross for the Pacific division. 

The arrangement means that the 
school work will not be distracted 
by the entry of another organization 
and that county Thrift Stamp direc¬ 
tors will have the active assistance of 
one of the strongest bodies of work¬ 
ers that could be found. 

There are 2342 schools in Northern 
California, representing approxi¬ 
mately 95,000 children. The Junior 
Red Cross has 2500 school auxiliaries 
in these forty-nine counties. Every 
school has at least one War Savings 
Society, and the Junior Red Cross 
officials will receive their supplies of 
stamps from the county Thrift Stamp 
directors and make their reports of 
sales to them. 

“We are highly pleased at the gen¬ 
erous co-operation of the Junior Red 
Cross officials in assisting the govern¬ 
ment’s plan of saving,” said Director 
Whitton, “and it means that Thrift 
Stamp sales in the schools for 7919 
will be pushed in an effective man¬ 
ner. I am sure the county directors 
will be pleased to have this aid.”
